Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


Herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  1965. 


The  general  health  of  the  district  remains  good  but  though  infectious 
diseases  in  general  continue  to  decline,  the  incidence  of  swallowed 
infections  shows  a disappointing  failure  to  improve. 

I hope  the  time  is  not  too  distant  when  every  house  has  a refriger- 
ator and  this  is  regarded  as  a necessity.  Much  of  this  type  of  infection 
is  due  to  handling  meat  products  with  dirty  hands  or  instruments  and 
then  keeping  them  in  a warm  place,  giving  micro-organisms  the 
opportunity  to  multiply. 

Our  schools  are  often  foci  for  the  spread  of  infection  and  one  is 
not  surprised  at  this  when  one  goes  into  some  of  the  older  schools  and 
sees  the  state  of  some  roller  towels  in  use.  A roller  towel  at  home  may 
be  used  a dozen  times  by  members  of  the  same  family  before  being 
washed,  but  in  a school  not  only  is  it  used  many  times  more  but  it  is 
used  by  youngsters  from  many  parts  of  the  district,  the  opportunity 
for  picking  up  infection  is  thereby  increased.

To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  and  privilege  to  submit  my  third  Annual  Report, 
that  for  the  year  1965. 

During  the  year  the  house  refuse  collection  service  was  re-organised 
and  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  brought  into  being.  The  work  of  this 
department  is  greatly  increased  by  the  deplorable  action  of  people 
depositing  rubbish  of  all  types  on  waste  ground,  in  hedge  bottoms,  etc. 
It  is  high  time  that  the  penalties  for  this  were  increased  tenfold.  In 
liason  with  the  police  there  have  been  three  successful  prosecutions, 
and  until  these  litter  louts  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  this  is  illegal  and 
that  Britain  should  be  kept  tidy  I hope  the  courts  will  be  as  severe  as 
they  can  in  their  judgement. 

This  year  work  was  commenced  on  Smoke  Control  and  the  Arnold 
(No.  1)  Smoke  Control  Order  1965  was  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  for 
confirmation.  This  was  confirmed  on  the  8th  September,  1965,  with 
notification  to  become  operative  on  the  1st  July,  1966. 

This  is  the  first  full  year’s  working  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963.  A copy  of  the  annual  report  required  under  this 
legislation  is  included  in  the  main  body  of  the  report. 

Meat  inspection  has  again  accounted  for  a considerable  amount  of 
the  inspector’s  time. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply 

The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Nottingham  is  the  Water  Authority 
for  this  Urban  District. 

A constant  supply  of  drinking  water  has  been  available  throughout 
the  district  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Baths 

The  Public  Baths  which  have  been  well  conducted  under  the  able 
supervision  of  Mr.  W.  Watson,  Baths  Superintendent,  were  closed  from 
April  until  November  for  extensive  repairs  and  alterations.  This  accounts 
for  the  reduction  in  income. 

No  complaints  were  received  by  the  Health  Department  as  to 
unsatisfactory  hygiene  conditions. 

For  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1966,  the  income  from  all 
sources  was  £1,249  (£3,089)  with  an  expenditure  of  £7,353  (£5,857) 
leaving  a balance  of  £6,104  charged  to  the  Rate  Fund,  equivalent  to 
a T38d.  Rate. 

20  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination.  Some  unsatisfactory  samples  were 
obtained  from  the  footbaths  shortly  after  these  came  into  use.  Subsequent 
samples  were  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Foul  sewage  from  the  whole  of  the  built  up  area  of  the  Urban 
District  is  dealt  with  by  the  Nottingham  Corporation  at  their  disposal 
works,  Stoke  Bardolph,  at  a cost  to  this  district  of  £9,704  for  the  year 
ending  31st  March,  1966. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  and  repairs  of  sewers  within  the  Urban 
District  for  the  same  period  was  £30,212  including  £26,079  Loan 
Charges. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  Rivers  or  Canals  within  the  District. 

Five  tributary  streams  drain  the  area: — 

1.  Gedling  Road  and  Mapperley  confluence  via  Arno  Vale  Road  and 
Thackerays  Lane. 

2.  Coppice  Road  confluence  via  Bentwell  Avenue  and  Brookfield  Road. 

3.  Kingswell  confluence  via  Nottingham  Road  Recreation  Ground. 

4.  Calverton  Road  confluence  via  Front  Street  and  Nottingham  Road. 

5.  Redhill  confluence  via  Mansfield  Road  to  Jubilee  Road. 

All  converge  into  the  Daybrook  which  in  turn  discharges  into 
the  River  Leen  at  Bobbers  Mill  in  the  City  of  Nottingham,  via  the 
Valley  Road  Playing  Fields. 
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Closet  Accommodation 

The  position  throughout  the  district  generally  is  in  my  opinion 
entirely  satisfactory  in  that  a water  carriage  system  operates  to  the 
extent  of  100  per  cent. 

No  more  than  6 Pail  Closets  remain  in  outlying  parts  of  the  district. 


Cesspools 

There  are  approximately  100  cesspools  in  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  Urban  District,  on  the  East,  North  East  and  Northern  boundaries, 
where  public  sewers  are  not  available.  These  are  emptied  by  the  Council 
on  request  twice  a year  (Spring  and  Autumn)  at  a charge  of  30s.  Od. 
per  800  gallons.  An  income  of  £395  was  received  during  the  year  for 
emptying  cesspools,  expenditure  £457. 


Beech  Avenue,  Clumber  Avenue,  Clipstone  Avenue,  Mapperley  Plains 

There  has  been  very  little  progress  in  this  area,  we  are  still  receiving 
numerous  complaints  of  leaking  and  overflowing  cesspools  and  these 
have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year.  It  is  urgent  and  essential  that  a 
sewer  be  provided  in  this  area,  and  will  probably  be  provided  towards 
the  end  of  1966. 


Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Section  75(1)  Dustbins 

The  system  of  replacing  defective  dustbins  is  as  follows: — 

Defective  bins  are  reported  by  the  refuse  collectors,  a letter  is 
then  sent  to  the  owner  requesting  replacement  of  the  defective  bin. 
After  a lapse  of  a reasonable  time,  a Statutory  Notice  is  served  on  the 
owner  giving  him  28  days  in  which  to  provide  same.  Nine  Statutory 
Notices  were  served  during  the  year  and  one  dustbin  was  supplied  in 
default  and  the  cost  recovered. 

Unsatisfactory  containers  such  as  wash-tubs,  drums,  etc.,  appear 
from  time  to  time.  Where  this  happens  the  premises  are  visited  and 
the  substitute  receptacle  is  ultimately  replaced  for  one  of  an  approved 
pattern. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-four  new  dustbins  were  provided  at  144 
private  premises,  210  council  houses  and  other  council  premises.  129 
Preliminary  Notices  were  served.

All  premises  registered  must  be  suitably  lighted  and  ventilated, 
and  have  satisfactory  washing  facilities,  hot  and  cold  water,  clean 
towels  and  soap  available. 

72  premises  are  registered  in  the  District  for  storage  and  sale 
of  ice  cream,  two  of  which  were  registered  in  1965. 

10  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the  Nottingham  Public 
Health  Laboratory.  One  sample  was  unsatisfactory  and  the  appropriate 
action  was  taken. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION 


This  work  continues  to  be  a major  operation  not  only  in  import- 
ance but  in  the  amount  of  time  taken  up  by  the  technical  staff  of  the 
department. 

The  service  was  fully  maintained  throughout  the  year,  and  one 
hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  was  carried  out  at  the  one  slaughter- 
house in  the  District,  that  of  Messrs.  S.  Hackett  Ltd.,  15  Mansfield 
Road,  Daybrook. 

During  the  year  341  swabs  and  faecal  specimens  were  taken  of 
the  lairages  and  slaughterhouse  equipment.
